Sweeping over G ettysburg with ter­ 
rific velocity a wind storm, accom pan­ 
ied by a brilliant display of electricity, 
and a heavy downpour of 
rain 
and 
hail, late 
Wednesday 
afternoon up­ 
rooted trees, unroofed buildings, mov­ 
ed several structures and did dam age 
in other form s all over the town. 
The storm followed one of less se­ 
verity earlier in the day and w as one 
of the most severe in the history of 
G ettysburg. For twenty minutes there 
I w as a veritable cloudburst, the 
wind 
howled about 
corners, 
tearing 
out 
; many handsome trees and hail fell in 
j intervals. Rright lightning and heavy 
thunder were frequent, 
m aking 
the 
whole demonstration m ost unusual. 
J 
The northern and eastern 
sections 
I of town received the first force of the 


J storm and here the effects w’ere per- 
j haps the m ost 
severe. 
Joseph 
Zin-

; street, were sitting in 
their kitchen 
j when it w as seen to move and after 


I the storm it w as found to 
lie 
three 
j inches out of its position on the foun­ 
dation.

Two fires occurred in 
the 
county 
W ednesday afternoon a s a 
result of 
the electrical storm. 'Trees were blown 
over and fruit dam aged in some sec­ 
tions while 
other 
portions 
of 
the 
coun’ty escaped with no storm and no 
rain. 
D uring the height of the electrical 
display the wrapper factory 
in L it­ 
tlestown w as struck and caught fire. 
The em ployees were all on the first 
floor of the building when 
the 
bolt 
struck a t one end near the roof and 
they got 
out 
without 
injury. 
Tile 
flames were extinguished before any 
extensive dam age 
was 
done 
and a 
more serious fire was prevented. 
The barn on the farm of Raymond 
Sell, not fa r from 
White 
Hall, 
w as 
struck by lightning during the storm 
and totally destroyed 
together 
with 
all the crops which had been harvcst- 
d. The tenant is Benjamin Bents and 
he succeded in getting 
out 
all 
the 
dock and some of the 
vehicles 
and 
mplements. 
The buildings and crops 
were partially Insured. 
John Schw artz, of near Littlestown, 
lost one of his cow- during the storm. 
The anim al w as in the fields when it 
was struck and killed 
instantly. 
In 
the northern end of the county a num­ 
ber of apple trees were blown down 
and considerable dam age is 
reported 
the result of fruit dropping from 
the trees. Hail added to the dam age 
which w as not so severe as might have 
been expected.

at Narragansett Pier. 


NO GLUE TO 
THE THIEVES 


Rare Jewels of New York Summer 


Visitors at Resort Are 
Strangely 


Missing. 


Narragansett Pier, R. I., July 31. — 
Tao theft of jewels worth $277,OGO is 
p.ekuowledged by members of the mil* 
linalre cottage colony here. 
The gang of expert burglars that 
looted profitably in 1911 is believed to 
be again at work. 
The loss of Mrs. John TI. Hanna, 
on Friday, is admitted to be fully $ 150.- 
000. Mrs. Charles C. Rumney, daughter 
of the late K. ll. Harriman, lost two 
pearl 
necklaces worth 
$60,000 and 
$40,000, other jewels worth $25,000, 
and an ancient Greek coin said to be 
very valuable. 
The best detective genius available 
is 
matching 
wits with the expert 
crooks who took the $277,000 worth of 
gems almost under the nose of the 
summer colony. Rival agencies with In 
terrmtlonal reputations as thief getters 
have been engaged by Mrs. Ramsey 
and Mrs. Hanan. Every pier on N arra­ 
gansett Hay is being watched in tho 
belief that the thieves, operating as 
gentlemen, are sauntering about the 
fashionable hotels looking for an op­ 
portunity to leave town without excit­ 
ing suspicion. Thus far not a tangible 
clue has been found. 
Mrs. Ilanan’s Jewels were 
stolen 
from her room during an absence of 
not more than twenty minutes of a 
maid. The gems lost by Mrs. Rummy 
wore removed from her sleeping room 
w hile she w w out. 
Reports that the Ilanans had been 
robbed were denied until Wednesday, 
when Mrs. Hanan told of their loss. 
Mr. Hanan is seriously ill and has 
been kept In ignorance of the robbery. 
An unwillingness to disturb him In­ 
fluenced bis wife to withhold the facts. 
The articles taken included a dia­ 
mond necklace, a pearl necklace, two 
diamond encrusted watches, a set of 
star 
sapphires 
surrounded by dia­ 
monds, a pendant, a brooch and a pair 
of rare black diamond earrings sur­ 
rounded by white diamonds. 
A peculiar feature of the robbery 
# m that some particularly valuable 
gems were left in the bureau drawer 
from which the others were removed. 
They could hardly have been overlook­ 
ed, and this suggests that the job was 
a hurried one. 
Mrs. Hanan seldom wears th e Jew­ 
els and would not ordinarily have had 
them at “Shore Acres.” They had b en 
brought over from New York at a time 
whetf she had expected to give her 
annual reception to Governor and Mrs. 
Pothier. Tin* diners of Mr. H anan had 
made It necessary to cancel the func­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Hanan said that the domestics, 
of whom there are about twenty-five, 
had been eliminated In the investiga­ 
tion. With the exception of two but­ 
lers, engaged this year, ail of tho*e 
employed at “Shore Acres” have been 
with the family for years. A theory of 
motorboat thieves also has been dis­ 
missed, ar the shore of Rlock Island 
Sound, over which the house looks, 
is rough, and a small boat would have 
great difficulty In landing anywhere 
near tfie estate. 
It is the common belief In th e Nar­ 
ragansett colony that the robt/erles are 
the work of the same gang of thieves 
who operated successfully at the Pier 
and Newland last season and that the

Engineer 
Killed 
Whose Train 


Crashed Into Pittsburgh Express at 


Station. 


Tyrone, Pa., July 31.—One hundred 
and forty-six persons were Injured, as 
engineer killed and a road foreman 
badly hurt when Pennsylvania pas­ 
senger train No. 13 crashed into west­ 
bound train No. 15, just as it was leav­ 
ing the Tyrone station here. 
Train No. 13 was five minutes late 
and No. 13 was a through train, not 
stopping at Tyrone. The station is sit­ 
uated on a sharp curve, a high hill 
shutting off all view of the train at the 
station from the engineer of No. 13, 
eorge Funk, who was killed. 
All the passengers were able to pur­ 
sue their journey or go to their homes, 
excepting eleven, who are being cared 
for In the Altoona hospital. 
Westbound passenger train No. 15, 
which arrived at Tyrone four rn Ism tea 
late, had called In its flagman and had 
already started to move away from 
the station when No. 13, a fast express 
of eight cars, running on time and go­ 
ing about thirty miles an hour, came 
around the curve less than twelve car 
lengths east of the station. The engine 
plunged into the Pullman car on the 
rear of No. 15. The impact threw the 
locomotive of No. 13 off the tracks and 
against the railroad fence, three (ars 
following also being derailed. 
The front mail ear in No. 15 also 
went over, while the Bove* cars be­ 
hind It stood the shock and remained 
on the rails. On the locomotive hauling 
No. 13 were Kngineman George K. 
Funk, Fireman W. 1). Barton and As 
sistant Road Foreman of Engines C. 
hi Miller, all of Harrisburg. 
When the locomotive lurched over 
Funk wan crushed against the fence* 
and Instantly killed.

SENATORS CONFER 


ON MEXICAN ROW 


Hear Ambassador Wilson Advo­ 


cate Restricted Recognition. 


Washington, July 31.— Ambassador 
Henry lame Wilson advocated a re­ 
stricted recognition of the Huerta gov­ 
ernment in Mexico at a secret confer­ 
ence with the senate foreign relations 
committee, but the senators took no 
action. 
The details of his plan were not di­ 
vulged at the time, but some of the 
Republican senators said the ambassa­ 
dor had made a favorable impression, 
not necessarily as to his plan, but as 
to his whole narrative of events iu 
Mexico. 
At the doge of a three hour exami­ 
nation members of the committee said 
the ambassador had been asked in de 
tail as to his own connection with the 
downfall of Madero, but they insisted 
that his presentation of facts and hig 
connection with them had been "fa 
vorably received.” 
The ambassador expressed his own 
opinion In favor of recognition of the 
Huerta government, but the proposal 
did not meet approval from the major­ 
ity of the committee. Before Mr. Wil- 


son finished his tub* senators led him 
through a rigid cross-examination 
The hope entertained by President 
Wilson and other officials of the ad­ 
ministration of bringing about pears 
In Mexico through mediation by the 
United 
States apparently 
has 
been 
crushed. 
Dispatches from the factions in Mex 
b o to the effect that mediation by any 
outside power would not be consider­ 
ed. Such messages were received from 
President Huerta and General Carran 
zn, leader of tho revolutionists In the 
northern tier of Mexican states 
In addition to the messages 
that 
neither Bide in the Mexican struggle 
would agree to mediation by the t’nlt^ 
ed States, there wero these develop­ 
ments: 
President Huerta is no nearer recog 
nitlon by President Wilson than the 
day Mr. 
Wilson entered tho White 
House. 
Mediation Is possible only from the 
Inside; that Is, brought about by Mex­ 
ican citizens and without anw interfer­ 
ence from the United States or other 
powers. 


Argentina to Fight Truste. 


B u e n o s Ayres, July 3 1 — The govern­ 
ment has Introduced a bill in congress 
which Is similar to the Sherman anti­ 
trust law. A hill haH also been Intro 
duped providing for a bond issue ol 
15,000,000 peper pesos for the purpose 
of having the state evploit the Com 
modore and Rivadavia oil fields.
